Newport, Fan. 14. We are informed by a Letter 
from a Gentleman in Block-Ifland, dated the iſt 
Infant, to the Hon. John Wanton, Eq; our Go- 
vernor, that a large Ship about 300 Tons, was caft 
away on that Iiland the 26th of December laft, 
reckon’d to be worth Twenty Thouſaod Pounds 
Sterling Ship and Cargo, which came from Rotter- 
dam laft Augué, bur laft from Cowes, having on 
board 340 Palatiocs, Paflengers and Servants, bound 
to Philadelpbie, but near 200 of them died in their 
Paflage, the Remainder came on Shore, a0 of whom 
are dead fince they came on the Ifland. 

Upon this melancholy News, our Governor fent a 
Magiftrare and other proper Officers Yelterday to 
Block- Ifland to fee how Matters are, that thoſe poor 
Pcople may have Juftice done them. 

Hi illiamsburg in Virginia, November 14. A confider- 
able Number of Switzers are bound for this Colony, 
to ferrle on the back Lands; for which Purpofe, Fo- 
reign Protcftants have great Encouragement from this 
Government. 

We hear from Glocefler County, that on Thurfday 
or Friday in laſt Week, the Son of one Mrs. Co- 
zens, a Boy about 14 or 15 Veare old, was found 
murder’d in his Bed, welrering in his Blood, having 
receiv'd a Cut on the Side of his Head, as if done 
with an Ax; and the Houfe was rifled and robbed.

and, afier taking fome Linen and what other valu- 
able Goods they theught fit, murdered the Child 
to prevent Difcovery, then went off, and have not 
yet been heard of. It's fuppofed, two Perfons were 
concerned in it, fome Tracks of Shoes, and others 
of bare Feet, being feen about the Houfe.
